Quite often the person 
from whom property is stolen is 
slow, or else fails altogether, in 
making a report to the officers. 
This is either due to careli sness 
or an idea on the part of the in­ 
la n d person th at there are no 
clews to work on. We earnestly 
urge th a t reports of stolen pro­ 
perty be made at once and t h a t . 
the citizens co-operate with the 
officers in an effort to apprehend 
the guilty parties. 
"The liquor situation 
in Co­ 
m anche County is gradually '.row­ 
ing worse. This is due to lack of 
adequate legislation in this con­ 
nection. From an explanation of 
the liquor laws by our attorneys, 
we readily see that the local offi­ 
cers are greatly handicapped in 
enforcing this law. Wc insist th at 
our legislators, and especially the 
Representative and Senator from 
this District, do all in their power 
to have the liquor laws am ended 
to the end th at there be more 
efficiency 
in 
enforcem ent.

greatest evil of the liquor situa­ 
tion is the drunk driver, for the 
reason th at the lives of innocent 
, men, women and children are al-

H. 
Brown residence, and where the 
creek makes a turn to the south, 
they caw a large bone protruding 
from the bank about 8 or 10 feet 
from the top. The odd appearance 
and size of the bone attrac ted 
their attention to the extent that 
they procured a pick and shovel 
and proceeded to excavate, and 
in thus doing so they unearthed 
a large tusk some 4 or 5 inches 
in diam eter at the largest part, 
and 5 feet or more in length. The 
specimen was rather fragile, and 
had 
a tendency 
to disintegrate 
upon exposure to the air. However, 
they secured a piece of plank and 
carefully laid the specimen th e re ­ 
on an d built a plaster cradle for 
it to rest on.

tank was located on the bank of 
the said creek, and practically on 
the same* spot where the rem ains 
of the mastodon, or m am m oth, 
were unearthed. 
In one of my scrap books I find 
clipping from the Pioneer Ex­ 
ponent. dated 
May

1894. 
which, if 
1 recall correctly, was 
w ritten by the late J. H 
S h o rt- 
ridge, who was the local editor 
on th a t paper. We quote the item 
m full: 
•O n the m orning of the 14th 
o . Straley and M ack M atthews, 
discovered the tusk of w h a t prov­

a very large skeleton, 
n ea r the old mill in the southern 
p a rt ol town.

• - I t is hoped th a t fu rth e r in ­ 
vestigation will give more light

It is only a 
re m n a n t of ‘the lost tribes

T he 
Bulletin family 
today 
is 
saddened by the passing of Jo h n 
K. Bonser at his home in C o m an ­ 
che last evening. More th an twenty 
years ago he w as an employe of 
this newspaper, and for almost 
as long three of his sons 
Russel), 
Clyde 
and 
George 
have 
been 
m em bers of T he Bulletin family. 
He has been conducting a c o m ­ 
m ercial printing establishm ent in 
C om anche for a long time. 
Mr. Bonser was unique in m any 
respects 
and all of them good 
Those of us who have known th e 
family long and Intimately were 
impressed, in particular, by the 
rare devotion of p arents and child­ 
ren to each other. If ever a fath er 
had th e com plete confidence of 
his children, it was he; and he 
had earned it in the only way 
in which a fa th e r can secure it. 
Moreover, there was invariably an 
atm osphere of 
good 
cheer 
and 
courage about him th a t impressed 
everyone who approached him. In 
thirty years we never head him 
com plain about anything, or criti­ 
cise anybody. 
Life was not a bed of roses for 
“Johnnie.” as we of The Bulletin 
organization called him. He work­ 
ed hard through his more than 
three score years and ton. lived 
frugally but com fortably, and en ­ 
countered all the difficulties the 
average man must meet. In his 
young m anhood he wras a m e m ­ 
ber of th e M ichigan Legislature, 
and at various time h ad publish­ 
ed 
new spapers 
here 
and 
there, 
spending nearly all his life in or 
n ea r a printing office and m eet­ 
ing th e exacting dem ands of one 
of the most difficult of trades. 
T hro u g h o u t it all, he was essen­ 
tially a good m an, giving expres­ 
sion to his religious fervor in good 
works, and enriching the lives of 
his fam ily an d friends by his u n ­ 
faltering courage and faith. We 
shall miss him.
